A press release from 
ALDOT stated, “with the 
continued progress of the 
US-84 project through 
Elba, ALDOT will place 
the following signalized 
intersections into flash to 
evaluate them for possible 
removal no 

earlier than January 16, 
2020, The evaluation 


period will last 90 days, 
unless traffic 

dictates the signals need 
to return to full operation 
sooner. At the end of the 
90 days a final decision 
will be made on the pos- 
sible removal of these traf- 
fic signals.” 

The intersection marked 
for this traffic change are: 

* Claxton Ave. (AL-87) 
at Simmons St. will flash 
yellow on Claxton Ave. 
and flash red on Simmons 
St. There will also be stop 
signs placed on Simmons 


St. 

* Factory St. at Davis St. 
(AL-87) will flash all red 
with stop signs on all ap- 
proaches. 

* Claxton Ave. (AL-87) 
at Davis St. will flash all 
ted with stop signs on all 
approaches. 

Officials from Elba City 
Hall encourage all motor- 
ists to take note of these 
proposed changes and 
travel with extra caution 
through the downtown 
area as the changes are 
made.

Environmental services 
director Mike Thornton re- 
minded county citizens 
about the residential gar- 
bage pickup for Christmas.

Texty - 911 service - available when one cannot dial 911 


The Emergency Communications Districts (ECDs) in Southeast Alabama and the 
Wiregrass have taken pivotal steps in providing emergency communications to 
citizens. 911 texting is now available to citizens in Henry, Houston, Dale, Geneva, 
Coffee, Covington, Crenshaw, Conecuh and Butler Counties. This means that in times 
citizens are not able to dial 911 they may text to 911 their emergency. 

Through a strong coordinated approach to public safety, these counties and cities join 
local 9-1-1 centers across the nation in the use of text messaging within the 911 center. 
This new texting service called Texty is provided in part by the statewide 911 network 
being implemented by the company INdigital. Eventually, this particular texting 
program will be offered statewide after the full implementation of the new 911 network. 

While this texting service will certainly provide a benefit to residents in certain 
instances, this should by no means replace dialing 911. Residents are asked to dial 911 
when they can do so, and only text to 911 when a situation is present where one cannot 


verbally communicate.

Tis the Season. Every 
two-year-old knows what’s 
up—the naughty and nice 
suffer different fates. 

It’s always been so. At the 
very first Christmas the ni- 
cest received the best gifts. 
Remember how the angel 
Gabriel, who stands in the 
Presence of God, comes to 
a virgin and tells her that 
God has seen her goodness. 
Gabriel says it not once but 
twice, repeatedly telling 
Mary that God thinks she’s 
really nice. 

“Greetings,” Gabriel says 
to Mary. “You who are 
highly favored!” (Luke 
1:28) 

She’s frightened and Ga- 
briel says it again. 

“Mary, you have found 
favor with God.” (Luke 
1:31) 

That’s when she dis- 
covers her blessing, the 
greatest gift of all time— 
Mary will give birth to the 
Son of God. (Luke 1:35) 

Mary was very nice. 

Of the nearly three billion 
Christians in the world, all 
know of Mary and the 
Christmas story. But how 
many remember the old 
man of Christmas? No, not 
Santa Claus. The story of 
Santa is nowhere in Scrip- 
ture—Santa probably came 
from a wealthy 4th century 
man named Nicholas who 
gave gifts to the poor. 

Scripture’s old man in the 
Christmas story is someone 
entirely different. No red 
suit, reindeer, or presents. 
His name is Simeon. 

Eight days after the birth 
of Jesus and long before the 
Wise Men arrive, Mary and 
Joseph take their newborn 
to the temple in Jerusalem. 
They have two reasons— 
he’s their first baby and he’s 
a male. Under God's law 
given to Moses in the desert 
some 1500 years earlier, 
every such baby must be 
presented to God with a sac- 
rifice. (Exodus 13:2, 12, 15; 
Numbers 3:13) 

As I just said, it’s the 
angel Gabriel who speaks to 
Mary. Gabriel also speaks to 
Zechariah, a righteous man,

telling Zechariah that his 
prayers have been an- 
swered—Zechariah _be- 
comes the father of John the 
Baptist, six months before 
Christmas. And it’s an angel 
who tells Joseph in a dream 
to take Mary as his wife. 
(Luke 1:28, 11-20; Matthew 
1:20) 

But now the Holy Spirit 
takes over the Christmas 
story. It’s common for the 
Spirit to intervene in the 
lives of God’s people. 
You’ve seen His Presence. 
You’ve said, “That was the 
Holy Spirit!” 

The Holy Spirit is differ- 
ent with Simeon. Scripture 
tells us four things: 

First, Simeon is special. 
“The Holy Spirit was on 
him.” (Luke 2:25) 

Second, the Spirit has 
given Simeon a revelation. 
“Tt had been revealed to him 
by the Holy Spirit that he 
would not die before he had 
seen the Lord’s Messiah.” 
(Luke 2:26) 

Third, on this 8th day the 
Holy Spirit comes to Si- 
meon and tells Simeon to go 
to the temple courts. (Luke 
2:27) 

Perhaps Simeon doesn’t 
know why, the Bible 
doesn’t tell us. What we do 
know is that Simeon eyes 
Mary and Joseph and appar- 
ently asks to hold their new- 
born. Simeon takes Baby 
Jesus into his arms and 
praises God: 

“Sovereign Lord,” Si- 
meon says, “as you have 
promised, you may now 
dismiss your servant in 
peace. For my eyes have 
seen your salvation...” 
(Luke 2:28-30) 

But the Holy Sprit isn’t 
done—Simeon sees the fu- 
ture. He blesses the parents 
and tells them what Jesus 
will do with His life. Then 
Simeon gives Mary the sad- 
dest of prophecies: “A 
sword will pierce your own 
soul.” (Luke 2:33-35) 

Who was this old man? 
We only know that Simeon 
was righteous and devout. 
(Luke 2:25) 

Why was he chosen?

The four-year grant will 
fund instrumentation, staff- 
‘ing of scientists and re- 
search stipends for students. 

“The recently established 
Center for Materials and 
Manufacturing Sciences at 
Troy University will focus 
on the recycling of plastics 
and the development of 
standards for the recycled 
plastics,” said Dr. Govind 
Menon, Director of TROY’s 
School of Science and Tech- 
nology. “It is evident from 
research, simple observation 
and the public ,attention 
drawn by the media that 
pollution by plastics is a 
major factor that will deter- 
mine the eco-health of the 
planet. It is crucial that an 
unbiased academic center 
such as the CMMS exist to 
respond to this crisis.” 

This grant, which follows 
a $3.2 million NIST grant in 
2018, will fund research 
into recycling of waste. 
polymers into new hybrid 
materials; using hemp fiber 
to reinforce plastics; and the 
ESCC getting 
new pharmacy 
tech program 

In Spring 2020, Enterprise 
State Community College 
will offer a new Pharmacy 
Technician program, provid- 
ing instruction and training in 
one of the top four health 
science occupations in the 
local area. 

Pharmacy. technicians 
work under the supervision 
of a licensed pharmacist. 
These professionals dispense 
prescription drugs to patients 
while providing instruction 
on how to properly take the 
medication. They are also re- 
quired to understand medical 
insurance policies, know 


brand and generic names of 


drugs and interpret prescrip- 
tions among other skills. 

“A successful Pharmacy 
Technician should have 
knowledge of customer and 
personal service, math- 
ematics, clerical duties, and 
computers and electronics,” 
director of Workforce Devel- 
opment Ian Campbell said. 

The number of pharmacy 
technician jobs are expected 
to grow statewide over the 
next few years. 

The 130-hour program 
will begin Jan. 28,2020. The 
program consists of 50 class- 
room hours and 80 clinical 
hours. 

Students interested in the 
program should have or be 
pursuing a high school di- 
ploma or GED. Cost for the 
program, which includes 
textbooks is $1,399. 

Classroom hours will take 
place every Tuesday and 
Thursday beginning Jan. 28, 
2020, from 6:00-9:30 p.m.

Elba Tiger football stand- 
out Dezmion Roberson 
made his plans for his future 
on the gridiron official last 
week when he signed a 
scholarship to attend West- 
ern Kentucky University, in 
Bowling Green, Kentucky. 

Roberson, rated a 3 Star 
recruit, is a 6-3, 200 pound, 
linebacker, and also drew in- 
terest from Troy, UAB, Mid- 
dle Tennessee and Samford, 
but chose to sign with the 
Hilltoppers, and will report 
to the team in January as an 
early-enrollee. 

“Western Kentucky is a 
great place and has a really 
good football program,” 
stated Roberson.
